Report of Woman’s Home Mission Society. 

The tenth birthday of the Woman’s Home Mission Society of the 
Texas Conference finds it with a membership of 2940 in 140 Auxil- 
iaries. 

All departments of the work show a good, healthy growth. We 
have done well. But are looking to greater success in the future. 

The spiritual working of the Conference is shown by 374 prayer 
meetings. Every Auxiliary holds a devotional service at each meet- 
ing. 

Fifty-six Auxiliaries observed the week of prayer, and gave a free- 
will offering of $233.82. 

The Benevolent Department made 22,121 visits, distributing 5,753 
garments, relieving 1,189 needy persons. Fifty boxes of supplies were 
sent through the supply department. 

To will to know being the source of knowledge, 841 Home Mission 
women take ‘“Our Homes,” the official organ of the Society, and a 
number of the “Kings Messenger.” 

Only 367 practice tithing, and the increase in our finances show 
that that is the w’ay to fill the Lord’s treasury. 

Financially God has especially prospered the work of our hands. 
The Treasurer’s report shows a total amount of cash received, $4,- 
278.61; by vouchers for local charity, city mission, and the supply 
department, $7,638.35; for church furnishing, $9,459.63; for parson- 
age work, $724.25; donated by Conference Society to eleven parson- 
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ages, $1,000, as follows: Gary Mission, $75.00; Jewett, $100.00; La- 

Rue, $75.00; Big Sandy, $75.00; Arleston, $50.00; Neches, $75.00; 
Wheelock, $75.00; Cushing, $100. OO; Gilmer, $100.00; Somerville, 
$150.00; Livingston, $125.00. 

Galveston Wesley House, the new enterprise by our society this year, 
opened several months ago, with Miss Elizabeth Taylor, Deaconess, in 
charge, and is doing fine work. This is the first special work of our 
Conferehce, and the pledge of 25 cents per member made by the Texas 
Conference is coming in nicely. 

The Grand Total raised for all purposes this year, $29,616.89, an in- 
crease over last year of $11,355.96.

Report of Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 

There have been 16 Adult Auxiliaries organized in our Conference 
Society, and 12 Young People’s, with a membership of 186 and 153 re- 
spectively and aggregating a total of 339. And although this number 
has been added, yet the net gain is only 265, giving us a total mem- 
bership at present of 1316, with 81 Auxiliaries, making a net gain of 
21 Auxiliaries. 

Since last Conference there has been collected for all purposes, $2,- 
955.35. According to reports sent in, amount collected for fiscal year 
ending March 1, 1906, was $3,891.60. 

Our work was represented at most of the District Conferences by 
District Secretaries. All-day meetings have been held in some of the 
Districts, in the Pittsburg District the meeting was more elaborate. 

The meeting held at the Palestine District Conference was attended 
by the Conference Corresponding Secretary, and Secretary of Pales 
tine District, Mrs. Joe Adams. The meeting at Navasota was attended 
by the Conference President, Mrs. S. Philpot. At the Missionary meet- 
ing at Navasota, a young woman. Miss Cole, offered herself as a Mis- 
sionary Candidate. She is at Chappell Hill College, this school having 
offered a scholarship. 

Alexander Collegiate Institute has also offered a scholarship and we 
are praying that another candidate for Missionary work will offer. 

Two Missionaries, Miss Mary Tarrant and Miss Ella Leverett, have 
visited in our Conference during the year and have been a great bles- 
sing to us. 

The San Augustine and Pittsburg Districts have the largest number 
of new Auxiliaries since last Conference. San Augustine has four new 
adult societies and six juveniles. Pittsburg has five new adult, and 
four new juvenile societies. Our motto is a society in every charge, 
and every woman in the church a member. 

Resolutions Concerning the Episcopal Residence at Dallas, Texas. 

The following action taken by the Conference of Presiding Elders, 
other ministers and laymen, at Fort Worth, Texas, September 19, 1906, 
and amendments attached, have been adopted by the German Mission 
Conference, the West Texas, Northwest Texas, and North Texas Con- 
ferences, at their recent sessions, and are most respectfully submit- 
ted to the Texas Conference for harmonious and concurrent action, viz. : 

Whereas, It has been and is the earnest desire of the Methodists 
of Texas that Bishop E. E. Hoss should continue to reside in this State, 
and 

Whereas, We regret very much that no satisfactory arrangements 
have been made to accomplish this end; therefore, be it 

Resolved, First — That we recommend the appointment of a joint 
commission by the several conferences, consisting of one clerical and 
one lay member from each of the English speaking conferences, and 
one member, either clerical or lay, from the German Mission Confer- 
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ence, who shall have the powers of trustees, and shall succeed the 
present board of trustees of the Episcopal parsonage. 

Resolved, Second — That the present Board of Trustees be and are 
hereby instructed to turn over to the commission, w.hen constituted, 
the nine thousand dollars, more or less, raised for the Episcopal par 
sonage, and the records of their proceedings. 

Resolved, Third — That it shall be the duty of the commission to or- 
ganize as soon after their election as practicable, and the clerical mem- 
ber of the North Texas Conference shall call the meeting for this pur- 
pose. 

Resolved, Fourth — That it shall be their duty to tender to the 
churches in Dallas the money paid by them as a bonus to secure the 
location of the parsonage at that place. They shall also pay out of 
the remaining funds on hand, any necessary expenses which may have 
accrued. 

Resolved, Fifth — That the Commission shall authorize Bishop Hoss, 
to purchase or erect, with means at command, wherever he may 
choose in the state, such a residence as he may desire. 

Resolved, Sixth — That either the title to this property shall be vest- 
ed in the Church, or the purchase money shall be secured to it as an 
Episcopal parsonage fund. 

Resolved, Seventh — That the Commission shall have power to lease 
said Episcopal parsonage' to Bishop Hoss for the sum of $1.00 for the 
term of his natural life, or voluntary occupancy, and should he, at any 
time during this occupancy, desire to purchase said residence for his 
private property, he shall have the privilege so to do, for the consid- 
eration of the amount of the original purchase money, and should liis 
wife survive him, she shall have the same privilege of purchase. 

Resolved, Eighth — That should it become necessary or desirable at 
any time to dispose of this property, the Commission shall be governed 
by the law applicable to District parsonages. 

Resolved, Ninth — That a majority of the members of the Commis- 
sion shall be necessary to a quorum, for the transaction of business. 

Resolved, Tenth — That the Commission, on behalf of the Church, 
shall assume all financial responsibility which has been incurred by 
the present Board of Trustees, and including also the purchase of 
furniture. 

Resolved, Eleventh — That we realize that the Methodists of this 
State highly appreciate the eminent services rendered the Church by 
Bishop Hoss since he accepted our earnest request to live among us. 
and that we do now, in behalf of all the interests of the Church, urg- 
ently request him to continue his residence in Texas.

Report of Committee on Temperance. 

Your Committee on Temperance is gratified to be able to report that 
the onward sweep of this great movement continues with unabated 
momentum and power, not only in Texas, but throughout the length 
and breadth of the United States and of Christendom. Our own great 
State is gradually being closed to that colossal iniquity, the licensed 
saloon. At this present time 142 counties stand in the dry column and 
59 moFe have partially ridden themselves of this great evil. The vic- 
tory, however, is not yet won, for in addition to these 59 counties 
that are only partially dry, there remain 42 counties under the full 
dominion of the li(]Uor traffic. Hence, the slogan of Dr. G. C. Rankin, 
editor of the Christian Advocate, “On with the Battle,” must still in- 
spire the triumphant hosts to press onward until the liquor saloon 
is entirely driven out of our State. The Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, is committed to all legitimate non-partisan measures for the 
abolishment of this traffic — a traffic which not only degrades and de- 
stroys the intemperate, but blights the home, handicaps the children, 
increases crime and corrupts the body politic. Our local option laws 
are good, but to make them thoroughly effective there is need that 
law and order leagues be formed in the various local option counties 
and districts of the State, so that officers of the law may feel more 
acutely the necessity of enforcing the laws. We deplore the fact that 
our local option laws have been so interpreted by the courts that 
much of the law provided by the legislature is rendered useless and 
nugatory; and we urge our preachers and laymen to do all in their 
power to have these laws so amended that the spirit and letter of our 
local option laws may be enforced. 

We commend Dr. G. C. Rankin, who, through the columns of the 
Texas Christian Advocate, is so powerfully aiding this great cause, 
and we urge that all our preachers and laymen use every legitimate 
means to banish this accursed traffic. We also heartily commend the 
W. C. T. U. as it relates to this drink evil and kindred wrongs.

Report of Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

The sacred observance of the holy Sabbath is of the greatest pos- 
sible import, as it effects national, home and individual life, .and 
means, perhaps, more than anything else to the Church of God. 

And as regards the desecration of the holy day we have cause for 
sorrow and pain and great alarm for on every hand we see this day 
which was held so sacred by our fathers and our fathers’ God, wholly 
disregarded and its sanctity not kept in as much reality as a dream. 

It is well known that great corporations are working a free born 
people seven days in the week, thereby placing thousands one seventh 
of their time in actual bondage. 

Love of pleasure and greed for gain has turned the eyes and hearts 
of almost numberless multitudes, and is turning many more away 
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from our Christian Sabbath to pleasure finding and money making. 

Sunday games, sports and railroad excursions are so occupying the 
hearts and minds of the people that in many instances, and in almost 
every section, our once holy Sabbath is being turned into a day of 
ordinary business and ruinous revelry, and we wish as never before 
to sound the note of alarm! 

Railway stations and postoffices are thronged on Sunday for mad 
and the modern, demoralizing Sunday newspaper, and this often 
cceurring at the hours of worship, thus detracting from the Churches 
and distracting the worship, and in some places almost breaking up 
the congregations. 

We notice, too, with much regret, numbers of our Methodist people, 
and in some instances official members and preachers, at these places 
which is contrary and in direct opposition to the spirit and devotion 
of Methodism and the teachings of our Lord. Judgment must begin 
at the house of God! Therefore, be it resolved, 

1. That we, as ministers of the gospel, set the example of a holier 
Sabbath keeping, and that we refrain from Sunday train riding, 
except when absolutely recessary, and that we do all we can to keep 
it from becoming necessary, and that we will not buy or read the 
Sunday newspapers, and will try to lead the people from the folly and 
sin of such a habit. 

2. That we preach more upon this subject than heretofore, and 
endeavor to awaken the people to the fact that the Sunday picnic, 
games, excursions and all social diversions of a public nature art 
destructive to moral and religious life as a people and to individual 
piety. And that we strive more and more to give the foreigners 
(oming to our country the highest conception of our Lord’s day, 
lest they drag us down and we ourselves forget its sanctity. 

M. That we endorse the work of the Sunday League of America, 
and extend a hearty welcome to Dr. Edward Thomson general 
manager, to come among us and bring the work before our people. 
•And also that we greatly appreciate our own Dr. G. C. Rankin, and 
give most hearty endorsement to his utterances, both in the pulpit 
and in the Advocate regarding the Sunday law and its violators. 

4. That we desire to call our people to prayer before Almighty

Report of Sunday School Board. 

By reference to the General Minutes, we learn that we now have 
an attendance on our Sunday Schools of 1,150,401, which is an in- 
crease of 35,144 over last year. And this we note is an increase 
of 8,745 more than the increase of last year. And we rejoice to see 
in the annual report of Dr. Chappell, our Sunday School Editor, 
that tiiere has been an increase in the circulation of our Sunday 
School literature, which more than corresponds to the increased 
attendance of our Sunday Schools. These figures show that our 
Sunday Schools are being better furnished with our literature than 
ever before. But while they show this, they also show that only 
about sixty-five per cent of the officers and teachers in our Sunday 
Schools take the magazine, and this we believe is not as it should 
be. We believe every officer and teacher in our Sunday Schools 
should take, read and study the magazine. We are gratified at the 
improvement which has been made in our Sunday School Literature 
during the past year, but we believe it is susceptible of still greater 
improvement, and we are glad the magazine is soon to be enlarged. 
We believe, in view of the source of revenue, which this literature 
is to our publishing house, it should be made just as good and at- 
tractive as it is possible to make it. 

We are in hearty sympathy with the establishment of a chair 
of Sunday Schools and religious pedagogy in connection with the 
Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University, and with the teacher 
training work under the direction of Dr. Hamill, and we recommend 
the forming of study circles, and the taking of correspondence 
course to all our Sunday School workers. We are also in hearty 
sympathy with the work of the Texas Methodist State Sunday School 
Conference. 

Therefore, be it resolved. That the Treasurer of our Board be, and 
he is heheby instructed to reserve $125.00 of the funds in his hands 
for the use of said State Conference, and that he forward the same 
to the Treasurer of said State Conference immediately on the ad- 
journment of this Conference.

Palestine District. — Motion is made of the appointment of Commit- 
tees on Licence to Preach, on Recommendation for Admission on 
Trial, on Deacons and Elders’ Orders. But the names of committee- 
men do not appear. It is the judgment of this Committee that the 
names of the Committeemen should appear on the record. In the 
minutes of the morning session of the third day, it is stated that 
.lames Kilgore preached at 11 a. m. from Mark 10, and the Conference 
closed with end of service. Then the minutes of the afternoon ses- 
sion are given. The word adjourn should have been used instead of 
the word closed. We believe that Brother Kilgore should have been 
referred to as Rev. James Kilgore.* 

Marshall District. — Spelling is not good. Designation of one 
of the supplements is not made. Some official titles are given when 
not necessary. 

Pittsburg District. -^Record is neatly and correctly kept. 

San Augustine District. — This record was not before us. We did 
however, see the copy of the minutes which had not been transcribed 
into the records. The Secretary promised this Committee that he 
would properly record them. 

Houston District. — The records of this district was not before us. 

We suggest that a uniform record book be used by all of the District 
Conferences, and that the President see that the record is on hand at 
the Annual Conference.

Report of Epworth League Board. 

We are constrained to express thankfulness for this department of 
our church. The Epworth League has been conducive to the culture 
rind refinement of our young people morally, intellectually and spirit- 
ually, and challenges our loyal support. 

During the last year there has been added to this splendid move- 
ment 445 charters, of which 1G5 were of the Junior Leagues. 

The total increase of membership with the connection has been 10- 
414. 

These figures are reassuring, indicating the permanent hold the 
young jieople’s movement has taken upon the church. 

During the year, we regret to report that we have lost three chap- 
ters of the Senior League, but are glad to report that we have a gain 
of three in the Junior. We have a Senior membership in this Confer- 
ence of 237G, and a Junior membership of 1G57. 

We make the following recommendations: 

1. That sessions of our several District Conferences give promi- 
nence to the work of the Epworth League, and wherever practicable 
the day previous to the day fixed for District Conference be used 
for the Epworth League District Conference. 

2. That the evening of the opening day of the Annual Conference 
he set apart for a Tjeague anniversary. 

3. A wider circulation for our sprightly League paper. The Epworth 
Era. That, the pastors urge its use, as it is absolutely indispensable 
to the highest quality of League work. 

4. That Junior Leagues be organized wherever possible, and also 
Boys’ Leagues.

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5. That we endorse our Epworth League Assembly and do our 
young peoide a favor by commending the encampment to them.

Report of the Texas Methodist Orphanage Board. 

The Board of Directors of the Methodist Orphanage met in regular 
annual session, at the Orphanage in Waco, Texas, October 17, 1906. 

After carefully investigating everything connected with the manage- 
ment of this, your great eleemosynary institution, your board takes 
pleasure in presenting to you this our annual report. 

First of all, we find the orphan children in good health, w^ell fed and 
well clothed and enjoying the advantages of education exactly such as 
other children in Waco have. 

Prof. W. T. Batcheler and wife, have charge of the school, which is 
conducted in our own buildings and keeps apace with every advance- 
ment of our splendid public school system. 

In addition to this, we have them under constant religious instruc- 
tion, through the regular agencies of the home, the family altar, the 
Sunday School, the public worship and the preaching of the gospel. As 
a natural consequence, the children grow up to be Christians, and 
with few exceptions, when they leave us, they go out into the world 
well grounded in the faith. 

Second, we find in tfie management a quickness to recognize and 
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remedy anything in the institution which falls below the true and right 
standard of home life and housekeeping. While the labor problem is 
to the world a very intense and interesting one, we are trying to 
make our Orphanage as little dependent on hired labor as possible. 
Much of the work is done by the boys and girls in the institution, and 
while it is possible that at times it is not quite as well done as it might 
be with expert laborers, yet we have the advantage of training the 
children industrially to independence. We do most of our house work, 
laundry, gardening, and are now making an effort to enlarge our indus- 
irial department. 

We heartily commend the policy of the manager and his faithful 
assistants. 

Your board find cause of profound gratitude to God for the increas- 
ing interest in the welfare of our orphan children, as manifested by 
the growing liberality of the people to the institution. Benefactions 
have flown upon us from several points in the State. 

We note with apj)reciation a bequest from Bro. B. Miller and his wife, 
('li)-istiana Miller, of Rusk, Texas, of $12,750: from Bro. W. M. McClure, 
Itrlton, Texas, $500; from Bro. W. T. Smith, Blanket, Texas, $50, and 
a donation from Rev. Wm. Allen, of Frisco, Texas, of $500. Thus our 
rec'='ipts from such sources this year have amounted to $14,000. This 
has enabled your managers to make improvements which have added 
nnich TO the comfort of the children. 

\^ e now have a two-story ])ressed brick building, just finished, that 
your board desires to be known in the future as the Miller Building, in 
honor of those noble ones who left us the bequest enabling us to do 
ihe work. This building is easily worth $20,000. The Abe Mulkey 
building is already well known to Texas Methodism as the result of the 
faithful labors of Abe and Louisa for the Orphanage. In this building 
has been placed this year a $2,500 steam heating plant, to pay for 
which Bro. Mulkey takes a collection when opportunity favors, in his 
evangelical work. 4’his building should not be valued less than $30,000. 
We now have these two splendid structures on the campus, fronting 
on Herring avenue, and commanding a beautiful view of the city and 
challenging universal admiration. We are out of debt. The good peo- 
)fle of Houston, by their liberality, gave the Oriihanage a beautiful 
cottage at Epworth-by-the-Sea, and made it possible for Bro. Vaughn, 
the teachers and fifty of the larger children to have ten days of whole- 
some and delightful recreation. 

Your board appointed Rev. P. H. Hensch and A. P. Duncan an audit- 
ing committee, and we are glad to report the books of 'the Manager 
correct in every particular. We re-elected Bro. Vaughan Business 
Manager, and Rev. T. E. Bowman, of the North Texas Conference, 
Assistant Manager. 

The German Mission Conference has generously put in the Manager’s 
bands $197.40 to furnish the German Mission Ward in our new hospital. 
What a splendid example by these noble people! May others follow 
iheir good example.

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Report of the Conference Board of Education. 

We, the Board of Education, beg leave to make the following report: 

The report of the General Board of Education was before us, from 
which we learn that we have in our church 198 institutions of all 
s^rades, worth $9,789,728, an increase over last year of $1,551,729. 
There are in these institutions 34,446 students, an increase ove" last 
year of 5,368. 

Thf^ last General Conference broadened the field of operation of the 
General Board of Education, and changed the law of assessment. We .. 
call attention of the Conference to the fact that the assessment for the 
General Board upon each Conference must be taken separately from 
other Conference assessments for education, and proceeds forwarded 
directly to the Secretary of Education at Nashville. Teun. The assess- 
ment for this conference is $1,755.00. 

We have had under consideration the report of the committee ap- 
pointed by the Dallas Educational Convention, looking to the establish- 
ment of an educational commission in Texas; also the amendment 
adopted by the West Texas Conference; we recommend the recommit- 
tal of this matter to the same committee with the adoption of the 
amendment suggested by the West Texas Conference. 

We recommend that the conference a])propriate $100.00 to assist in 
imying cost of publication of volume of addresses delivered at the Edu- 
cational Convention held at Dallas last April, and that it instruct the 
^^reasurer of the Board of Education to pay this sum out of the colleo 
tions now in his hands. 

We note with pleasure the continued prosperity of our Southwestern 
University and take notice of the sore need of more professors and 
better equipment in order to adequately do the work which the church 
demands. 

The following resolution has already been adopted by the other 
Texas Conferences and we recommend that this Conference also adopt 
it. 

Resolved, That so soon as possible, under the direction of the Com- 
missioner of Education and the authority of the Southwestern Uni- 
versity, together with the Presiding Elders, there be organized in 
each Presiding Elder’s District an educational campaign looking to the 
raising of not less than five hundred thousand dollars to equip and en- 
dow Southwestern University. 

We recommend that as soon as the trustees of the Southwestern 
University deem it practicable, there be established courses in theology 
to meet the needs of a large number of students who are not immedi 
ately able to attend the theological deparement of Vanderbilt Univers- 
ity. 

Under the direction of the patronizing Conferences, the Board of 
(hirators and Board of Trustees of Southwestern University have been 
abolished and a Board of Trustees established in their stead. 

This conference, in harmony with the action of the other Texas Con- 
ferences, is asked to name five traveling preachers as clerical members 
of said board, and four laymen residing in the bounds of this Confer- 
ence who, together with a fifth laymen who shall be an alumnus of the 
Southwestern University, to be selected by the alumni residing within 
the bounds of this Conference, and whose election shall be confirmed 
by this Conference, will constitute the laymembership of said board. 

We recommend that the following be elected for four years: V. A. 

Godbey, O. T. Hotchkiss, Jas. Kilgore, T. S. Garrison, S. F. Carter, and 
that Nathan Powell, Elllis Smith, Wm. Weiss, Cone .Johnson, be elected 
for two years, and at the expiration of the term of service of the abov«» 
named trdstees their successors be elected for a term of four years, as 
provided by the Charter of Southwestern Universit 5 ^ 

We further recommend the apointment of Rev. .7. L. Russell as finan- 
cial agent of Chappell Hill Female College, and that J. A. Routt, S. W. 
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The Alexander Collegiate Institute, Jacksonville, Texas, is a vigor- 
ous growing educational institution, situated in a prosperous part of 
the State. With a strong, capable faculty, an excellent course of study, 
and with building whose erection is now in progress, it is, and prom- 
ises to be, a growing factor in the development of our Church. 

We strongly commend it to our people as worthy of generous sup- 
port and increasing patronage. At the request of the Board of Trustees 
we recommend the appointment of T. J. Milam, C. A. Tower, Frank 
Devereux,' to succeed S. R. Hay, J. T. McClure and W. T. Graham as 
members of the Board of Trustees, and Rev. T. J. Milam as financial 
agent. 

V\"e recommend the appointment of Jas. Kilgore as Conference Secre- 
tary of Education. 

We recommend the following assessments for the Conference year;

There seems to be an opening for the establishment of a Methodist 
School at Houston, Texas, and we recommend that H.-C. Pritchett, C 
J. Oxley and Nathan Powell be appointed a committee to work in con- J 
Junction with the Presiding Elder and pastors of the City of Houston to 
" consider a proposition made to us by the East Houston Development Com- 
pany, or any other proposition Houston may make relarive to the estab- 
lishment of a Methodist school there. The Presiding Elder of the Hous- 
ton District to call a meeting of this committee when necessary. 

We desire to emphasize the growing importance of the schools in 
the work of evangelizing the world. Methodism, born in a University, 
has ever been engaged in the search for truth. The hospital and the 
school are now recognized as necessary adjuncts to the work of the 
Church, in many cases furnishing open door, especially in our for- 
eign fields. Since this is true, the support of these institutions is es- 
sential to the progress of the Church. 

May God give us an awakening in this department of our work.

Report of the Secretary of the Board of Missions. 

For several years the uniform tendency has been that our domestic 
missionary situation grows more and more serious. The rapid increase 
of population in almost all the territory of the Conference, which brings 
increase of material responsibilities in the way of houses for worship 
and houses for residence for our ministers, creating an urgent demand 
for more pastors, only explains in part our situation. New industries 
and enterprises springing up among us bring to our shores, even to our 
doors, a mixed multitude, hard to wield even for the commoner inter- 
ests of citizenship, and harder still to lead into a sympathetic co- 
operation with us in the elevation of society into a sane and devout 
Christian life. 

The large lumbering districts of the conference brings us many of 
every form of American society, with the religious element far in the 
minority. The coast region for a hundred miles has opened a vast 
rice field that has tempted the ends of the earth. Our larger cities and 
towns are being crowded with all classes except the best, who are far 
too small. We may as well get ready to handle a part of Japan, Italy, 
Germany, Poland, Bohemia, and in fact, almost all the countries of the 
world, at our doors. We can not afford to imperil the very existence 
of our church by doing less for Foreign Missions, but we must make 
a larger reason for the existence of our church, by doing more at home 
and abroad. 

The hope of our future usefulness lies in our ability to resist the 
temptation to join with our new-comers in their mad rush for wealth. 
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Thomas be confirmed as Trustees of said College. 

Our new neighbors will show us many features of wealth and methods 
of acquiring it, that will doubtless prove more attractive than winning 
souls. Indeed the test is NOW on us and the wise-hearted of the 
world are observing the sluggishness of the church. Every town and 
city has its commercial club, alert and keen to catch the sense of the 
new time. But our church is doing very little more than it did ten 
years ago, when the situation was about one-fourth as grave as it is 
to-day. It is time to appeal to our preachers, from the largest city 
church to the remotest circuit, that the test is on us NOW whether 
we will hold this land for Christ. We may not know it, but Metho- 
dism is on trial today for her place of primacy and power fifty years 
from today. 

If we do not show ourselves worthy to hold the first place among 
the religious forces two generations ahead of us God will pass the 
palm of present opportunity to others more worthy than we. 

Surely our preachers and people have not taken adequate time to 
think seriously over this situation. Many of our people think them- 
selves quite willing to support the ministry that labors for them today, 
but have no interest in any form of religious work that looks to the 
future for its harvest. How like the husbandman who works his or- 
chard for the present crop, but is unwilling to plant and cultivate for 
the future. How long will it be till there will be no orchard tree to 
cultivate? Some pastors who luxuriate in pleasant charges today and 
have no time to plant a mission Sunday School or plant a mission 
chapel . or can not stop making fine esthetic discourses for people who 
want a gospel that has been tried by the pastor, would greatly increase 
their usefulness if they would but look into the near fututre for the har- 
vest that is certain to be theirs. When such a generation passes away 
where are the chapels and parsonages to come from to house their 
successors? Every pastor that enjoys these things today ought to 
feel he is called to prepare for two successors for himself in the next 
generation, for nothing is surer than the prophecy that there will in 
the next generation be two preachers where now we have one. The 
Church has ceased to need any other kind than missionary preachers 
It of necessity follows that she has ceased to need any other kind than 
missionary members. If this Conference can catch this truth in an 
awakening sense upon the conscience, we will have a changed state of 
affairs in ten years from today. A campaign with force enough to 
startle every pastor and every Sunday School superintendent, and 
every official member ought to start right now, and never stop till the 
Texas Conference raises $50,000 annually for missions. 

Your Board has determined upon a forward movement. They’ are 
impressed that the real ability of our people to hold the foremost 
])lace in the Christian forces of this country has never been tested. 
Their resources for Christian effort in a prolonged and well sustained 
campaign to hold this land for righteousness, can be relied upon far 
beyond any thing that has so far been asked of them. In fact, all 
that is needed to get an unlimited support in this good work is to get 
our large and loyal constituency really aroused. With this feeling well 
intrenched in the minds of the Board, a decided advance has been de- 
termined upon. We shall, need to spend much time in educating our 
people and developing larger ideas. The “sleeping giant” must be 
aroused and wise leadership must be supplied. The Board has requested 
the Bishop to appoint a Missionary Secretary for the Conference to 
give all his time, and they have provided his support. And in this 
work the Board earnestly seeks the hearty co-operation of every pastor 
and layman in the conference. We really expect nothing less than the 
enthusiastic endorsement of the movement. With this co-operation 
our cause is sure to win; without it we are almost sure to fail. 

The Missionary Collections from the .charges of the Conference are 
in the main better than they have ever been, yet they are not as good 
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ns we hope for. In Foreign missionary collections, six districts paid 
an excess as follows: Beaumont District, Brenham, Houston. Pales- 

tine, Pittsburg and San Augustine. In Domestic missions, the follow- 
ing districts paid an excess: Beaumont, Brenham, Calvert, Huntsville. 

Palestine, Pittsburg and San Augustine. Seven excesses in the Domes- 
tic collections. Five of the ten districts paid an excess in both Foreign 
and Domestic collections, as follows: Beaumont, Brenham, Palestine, 

Pittsburg and San Augustine. The total excesses amount to $635.42. 
The total shortage amounts to $288.76, leaving a net excess of $346.66

MEMOIRS. 



Memoir of M. W, James. 

Rev. M. W. James was born in South Alabama, June 19, 
1871. His parents moved with him in his early childhood to 
Texas, and in 1882 they settled in Nacogdoches County. He 
was converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, in 1885 
under the ministry of J. VV. Langley; was licensed to exhort 
under the ministry of Rev. W. W. Watts in 1893, and was 
licensed to preach the following year. In 1899 he was married 
to Miss Alice Perrith, with whom he lived happily till death, 
and who with his three little children, mourn his departure. 
In 1902 he was appointed to supply Appleby Mission, and was 
admitted on trial into the Texas Conference in November, 
1902, at its session in Crockett. In 1903 he served Call 
charge. In 1904 and 1905 he served Jasper Circuit, and in 
1906 he was appointed to Emory Circuit, which he served ac- 
ceptably till his fourth Quarterl\^ Conference, immediately 
after which he was attacked with typhoid fever, which re- 
sulted in his death November 5, 1906. He was transferred by 
Bishop H. C. Morrison to the West Texas Conference and 
read out to Buda charge, but died before the appointment 
was made. Such are the brief facts in the life of a splendid 
young man Avho bade fair to be a useful preacher in the 
Church of our Lord, Jesus Christ. His heart was in the work 
and his every effort was to make himself efficient in the work 
of the Church. He attended the Summer School of Theology 
at Georgetown last Summer and told me, as his Presiding 
Elder, that he did not intend to miss it ever again. Brother 
James was only in my District one year and I learned to love 
him very much and to appreciate him as a good, true man, 
and one who bade fair to do much good in the world. During 
his last illness I only visited him once and it was pathetic to 
see him. His sickness affected his thoughts about winding up 
his work. He had worked hard to secure all his collections. 
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and said Ikj would get them if he could only get well enough 
to go after them. The people of his charge did all they could 
do for him during his sickness. God bless them for their 
kindness to llis suffering servant.

Memoir of F. A. McAshan. 

Kev. F. A. McAshan came to Texas from the Alabama Con- 
ference in 1852 and was assigned to Huntsville Circuit. 

He was always a delicate man, very modest and shrinking in 
the. social world. He was a hard student of the Standards of 
Methodism. In the pulpit he had few equals in the State. 
He was logical in the presentation of his subject, 
forceful in his utterances, and powerful in his exhorta- 
tions. What he did was well done. He was superan- 
nuated shortly after the war and sustained that relation till 
death. He left the impress of a pure, consecrated life in the 
minds and hearts of his brethren. The records of his early 
ministry have been destroyed or lost. The universal verdict 
of those who knew him best was: “He is a good man.” We 

place his name on the roll of honor and extend the sympathies 
of the Conference to those who are bereaved by his death.

Memoir of Rev. C. B, Smith. 

We come to talk of and think about the life and death of 
Brethren who have been transferred to another field of ser- 
vice in the Master’s Vineyard. This life is only the place 
where service begins; the place where we learn to work. We 
will be skilled workmen Over There. 

Bro. C. B. Smith has gone from our Conference to the one 
above; he has gone to join our fathers and work with them. 
Death came but was not unexpected. His coming had been 
announced. His house was in order; he received the King as 
his guest; he was set at liberty and went home. Bro. Smith 
was converted. He knew he was converted and knew when 
and where he was converted, and he never doubted his con- 
version. He joined the M. E. Church, South. He was called 
to preach by the Master and witnessed by the Holy Ghost, 
was granted a license by his church and went to work. He 
was a Methodist preacher. He received his appointment from 
the Bishop; he did not make it himself, he did not wire-work, 
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he was a field-hand. He aspired not to high places, but he 
wanted work. That work was faithfully performed. He was 
a decided man, you knew where to find him, he was never on 
the fence. Bro. Smith was a good strong preacher; he 
preached the Gospel and did not doubt nor criticise the Bible, 
nor the standard of the Church. He was not a great man, as 
the world calls great. He filled no great appointments, but 
God honored him and his ministry. The greatest minister is 
the man who brings souls to Christ; he brought them; in this 
he was victorious. He had a right to shout in death “I have 
fought a good fight.” He had a right to say “there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteousness, I have a right to enter 
through the gates into the city.” 

Bro. Smith was born in Douglass, Nacogdoches County, 
January 15th, 1859; died in Gilmer July 8th, 1906. He 
joined the East Texas Conference in 1889 and traveled fifte n 
years. He served the following charges: Homer, Elkhart, 
Holcomb, Melrose, Center, Teneha, Minden, Quitman and 
Gilmer Circuits. 

He leaves a wife and four children to mourn their lo.«s. 
Will the Conference take care of them? He did his work, 
will we do ours? 

George R. Hughes. 

Rev. George H. Hughes was born in Shelby County, Texas, 
October 13th, 1850. Professed religion and joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Chimdi, South, under the ministry of Rev. J. 
T. Smith, in 1882 at Sardis on the Shelbyville circuit. He 
was licensed to preacdi the same year by Rev. W. A. Sampey, 
Presiding Elder. 

He served Hemphill Mission in 1883 as a supply, and was at 
the Annual Conference of that year, admitted on trial in the 
East Texas Conference and continued to serve Hemphill Mis- 
sion during 1884, 1885 and 1886. 

He was then appointed to Carthage circuit and served four 
years, from 1887 to 1890. Mount Enterprise circuit 1891, 1892 
and 1893. Arleston circuit 1894. Beckville circuit 1895, 1896. 
Quitman 1897. Winfield 1898. New Boston 1899, 1900 and 
1901. Mt. Pleasant station 1902. Limlale circuit 1903. Can- 
ton and Edgewood 1904. Troupe and Overton 1905, and was 
re-appointed to same charge for 1906 and served it till April 
26, 1906, when he took a transfer and received his appoint- 
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nieiit from the Great Bishop of Heaven to serve on one of the 
charges in “ that land that is f airier than day. ” 

He was ordained Eeaeon by Bishop Duncan in 1885, and 
was ordained Elder by Bishop McTyeire in 1887. 

George Hughes was a Methodist preacher in the full sense 
of what the word implies. His heart was in the work, he 
talked about the things that were nearest his heart and that 
was his church and his people. He was a faithful pastor al- 
ways having the good of his people in his mind. He had a 
cheerful disposition and those among whom ne lived felt the 
impress of his nature. He was a successful preacher and re- 
vivalist and many souls were added to the church under his 
ministry. He was a lovable man and frankly spoke his feel- 
ings. He was devoted to the brethren who were his fellows in 
the work and was never more happy than when with them. 

His devotion to his family was beautiful to see. He had 
them constantly in mind and gave them the best of his life. 

In his last sickness it soon became evident he was going to 
be called away, and he realized it, and as soon as he did, he 
announced it and testified his readiness to go. He called his 
family and those of the brethren who were with him and said, 
*• Meet me up yonder, brother and sister are up there waiting 
to bid me welcome to my eternal home. ” And when the end 
came near he sang, ‘‘ Sunshine in my Soul; ” “I have an- 
choi-ed my Soul; “ I am Going Home to Die no More.” 
And many other songs that Avere sweet to him. At the last he 
said, *• Tell the brethren at the Conference I have been tran.s- 
f erred to the Great Conference above. ” He was ready, Avill- 
ing and waiting when his transfer came. He leaves a wife, 
two sons and one daughter behind, while he joined two who 
had preceded him and was Avaiting for his coming.
